The borrower will be held responsible for any damage or loss to film 
strips while in use or during return shipmen 

Film strips may be kept for a period of three months from date of 
shipment if a definite mlan of use is provided for by the State extension 
ervice borrowing the strivs. Any extension of this period must be by 
special arrangement in sadavance. 


In cases where film strips are requested by a State director of 
extension for the exclusive use of an individual county agricultural, home 
demonstration, or club agent, or other extension worker not located at the 
State agricultural college, the loan period will ordinarily be limited to 
one month and film strivs will Re apneen if desired, direct to the individual 
for whose use the strips are requested. 


It it is desired to purchase copies of slide series on film strips, 
orders for same may be placed with the Office of Cooperative Extension Work.
